Nothing could have been in -more 


fltiiking contrast with the dull, feature- 
leaBGeeaion of yeaterday than the bril- 
liant, animated and enthusiastic seaeion 
of the convention today. The vast hall 
w«e packed to ite utmost capacity with 
thoueanda of anectatoro, keyed to the 
highest pitch of enthusiasm and re- 
spending with cheoraand hand clapping 
to the electric touch of worde, or with 
tbe hoaree roar of 12,000 voices aa it 
came thundering down to the pit from 
the black walla of people on all sides, ac- 
companied by the waving of handker- 
chiefs, bats and Hags, all making a tu- 
multuous noiae and motion that made 
tho pulae beat a faster tune. 


Tbe brief but electric speech of the 


permanent chairman, SenatorThureton, 
whose warm mufnetic eloquence found 
ready sympathy in the vast concourse of 
Kepubliama. aeemed to shake the audi- 
ence free from its lethargy and with 
their spirits thus aroused every inci- 
dent evoked cheere. 


At the afternoon eeaaion tbe first teat 


of strength between the McKinley fol- 
lowers and thoae of Reed, Allison, Quay 
and Morton came, and although the is- 
iue preaented was not aa atrong aa Mc- 
Kinley, ft demonstrated to tbe satisfac- 
tion of all the candidate had a clear ma- 
jority of over 100 in the convention. The 
question was tbe adoption of the report 
of tbe committee on credentials, which 
ratified the action of the national com- 
mittee in Riving almoat all the 158 con- 
tested Beats to the McKinley intereflta 
and decided the Texas contest in favor 
of tbe Grant (McKinley) delegates, and 
that in Delaware of the Higgina dele- 
gates. 


The presentation of tbe report wafl 


adopted, with a violent minority report, 
denonmiinj' the committee on creden- 
tials for presuming to accept unchal- 
lenged the finding of the national com- 
mittee. The preeentation of the issue 
fanned mto a flame all the bitter ani- 
momty. 


Messrs. Fort of New Jeraey and Qros- 


venor of Ohio were put forward to cham- 
pion the report, and Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa led the oppoaition.

!ver Delegates Will Meet and 


Name Teller for President. 


ST. Louis, June 17.—The Colorado 
legation had a meeting tonight and dc- 
ded in positive terms to leave the con- 


vention in a body upon the adoption of 
the platform containing a declaration 
for a gold standard. It has been fre- 
quently announced that they would pu 
eue thia course, but there has really 
been more or less doubt up to tonight 
that they would, one or two members of 
the delegation being in doubt as to the 
wisdom of the course. 


Senator Teller was present and told 


the other members of the delegation 
that he appreciated to the utmost the 
gravity of the step and that, notwith- 
standing their instructions to be gov- 
erned by his opinion, he felt the occa- 
sion was one in which every man should 
by guided largely by hia opinion. 


The decision to go out of the conven- 


tion was unanimous. A majority of the 
Utah and Nevada delegations and a 
" r t of the Montana and North Caro- 


a delegations will go out with the 
Colorado men.. 


When the silver delegates walk out of 


the convention tomorrow it ia tbeir pur- 
pose to hold a meeting of Iheir own, at 
which they will probably place Senator 
Teller in the Held ae a candidate for the 
Presidency on B free silver platform. 


A number of Populist loaders, includ- 


ing Chairman T-Mibeneck, and Hon. T. 
M. Patterson of Denver, are in the city, 
and it IB understood they will indorse 
;he selection on behalf of that party, In 
a public address. The only obstacle 
standing in the way cf thia course at 
present ia the fact that Mr. Teller has 
not yet given his assent.

While the convention was proceeding 


with its work a dramatic scene was 
being enacted in the committee on reso- 
lutions. The group of western silver 
men headed by Senator Teller of Colo- 
rado announced to their colleagues when 
the gold plank in the platform was 
adopted, upon the high vote of 40 to 10, 
that they had reached the parting of 
the ways and that nothing remained 
but for them to bolt the convention. It 
wafl thought thftt there would bo violent 
recriminations and wild words of de- 
nunciation when the final announce- 
ment of the break came, but instead it 
waa the parting of old friends in Borrow, 
not in anger.

SILENT. 


He Refuses to Discuss Convention 


Matters. 


RinsKCi.iKKB, 
June 
17.—Governor 


Morton is watching the coarse of events 
at St. Louis with unruffled demeanor, 
ahowing no anxiety whatever. 
The 


Governor baa a telegraph wire run into 
his house, over which he receives the 
Associated Press dispatches from 8t 
Louis which, aa his private secretary 
puts it, keepa him in touch with the 
moat interesting details of the conven- 
tion. With a reporter of the Associated 
Press who called upon him Mr. Morton 
chatted pleasantly on all topics not as- 
sociated with the convention but became 
reticent when convention gossip was 
mentioned. 
"When the 
gold plank 


adopted was mentioned, he made no 
declaration, but tho expression of de- 
light which lit up hia lace instantly told 
that the plank met with his views ex- 
nctly. Aa regards acceptance of the 
vice presidential nomination ho bad 
nothing to say. 


SACKAMKXTO, June 17.—The Demo- 


cratic state convention took a recess at 
2 o'clock this (Thursday) morning untl 


i o'clock after a prolonged night session. 
t waa the intention of the convention 
o adjourn sine die tonight, but it wa_ 
impossible to finish the work. The 
nomination of a candidate for lieutenant 
governor, the election of alternate dele- 
£ate9_at large and the nomination of 
presidential electors will complete the 
unfinished 
business. 
The platform 


as adopted declares for the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 1(! to 1 regardless 
of the actions of other countries. A 
gold amendment was voted down by a 
decisive majority. A womans' suffrage 
amendment to the platform was de- 
feated by a vote of -112 to 202. -A long 
struggle was caused by that flection of 
the platform which indorses President 
Cleveland's administration "with the 
exception of his financial policy." 


Friends of ttio administration pro- 


posed a substitute paragraph from winch 
the objectionable words bad been elim- 
inated. The substitute waa adopted. 
380 ayes to 231 nays. 


The following were elected delegates 


at large to the Chicago convention- 
Senator Stephen M. White, W. W. 
Foote, J. V. Uoleuian and Congressman 
Jainea G. Maguire. Ex-Congressman 
Thomas J, Geary was nominated for 
delegate at large, bnt was defeated.

THE TWO-THIRDS' RULE. 


It in Bomowhat more than probable 


that the Democratic national convention 
»ill adopt a silver platform end nomi- 
nate a cold sun tor President. The 
Democratic party hae a rulo which rc- 
quireB a two-thirdB vote to nominate a 
candidate for the Presidency. 3f this 
rule is not abrogated the chances are 
Blight, indeed, for the nomination of a 
silver candidate. Tbo silver wing cf the 
party realize thie, and is already voicing 
n demand for the substitution of o ma- 
jority rule. The fiold wing eeea the 
point quite na clearly as the silver breth- 
ren, and are insisting that a rule so well 
established and long tested ihall not be 
crrerturned to meet the requirements of 
a faction not able to control under it. 
Tho following paragraph from the local 
Democratic paper pives a very clear idea 
of the position which is being taken by 
the gold standard Democrats on this 
vital point: 


The two-thirds vote ruleehonld stand, 


by all means. If the silver niep are un- 
able to cope with the provisions of a 
precedent ol more than a half-century*B 
standing, they should meet the situa- 
tion philosophically. This is an -re 
year for "monkey business." 


Eastern Democrats are thoroughly 


alarmed at tho sudden development ol 
the silver strength in thnir party, and 
aeo in thifl rule the possibility of savins 
some of the Eastern states to the party. 
They will evidently cling to it like 
drowning men to a piece of wreckage. 
They fignre, and not without reason, 
that the efiect a free silver platform in 
the East may bo materially modified by 
the nomination of o cold man. It can- 
not be denied that they have precedent 
opon which to bsse their hope. The 
last .Democratic national platform de- 
clared positively for ihe coinage of both 
s;old find silver without discrimination 
against either metal, but little attention 
was given tho platform for tho reason 
that in the event of Cleveland's elec- 
tion it was well understood that he 
•would not approve a law which would 
put that declaration into effect. 


The party caniiot hope at this time to 


co completely nullify a declaration for 
etlver by nominating a gold mono metal 
liet, bat whatever may be accomplished 
in that direction will be fought for dea- 
perately by tbe Democrats of the East. 


With the Republican party pledged 


to tbe maintenance of the existing 
money standard, unless changed through 
international agreement, the situation 
will become even mote complicated by 
the probable result at Chicago. The 
Democratic party will in that event 
come before the people with a mono* 
metallist candidate upon a free silver 
platform, and tbe Republicans with a 
candidate whoce record abowfl that ho 
ia friendly to silver upon a platform de- 
clarion against free coinage without in- 
ternational agreement. 


The situation, 10 far aa the financial 


question ii concerned, would not be eat- 
iafactory to the people of both the East 
and tbe Wait. In either party, but there 
would be something approaching an 
equalization of disadvantages to both 
parties. The Democracy would retain 
eome ol its Eastern strength and the 
Republicans would correspondingly gain 
in the West. 


If things are not to be badly mixed 


on tbe financial question it will be be- 
cause the unexpected will happen.

party that it atands for protection 
common cause arouud which tbo people 
will rally for a revival of crushed indus- 
tries In all sections of the country, for 
evidently out of the exist ing confusion 
will come no solution of the financial 
iaaue in the near future.

The committee has been zeal 
coaly endeavoring to close up the ri\ 
of way work at once in order that the 
chances may be more favorable than 
later on, when the contractors at worl 
farther north have completed their con 
tracts there, and are congratulating 
themselvea that ibit object has been ac- 
complished. The work of grading the 
road will famish employment to a goot 
many men and teams, and if the money 
ii paid to residents of the county the 
benefits realized will 
be materially 


greater for all local interests.

It 
also interviewed a number of men who 
had given tbe matter no thought sad 
had no opinion concerning it. This ie 
not etrance; the world has never had a 
lack of men who have no opinion on auv 
vital question other than whether it 
pays to grab. To tho very day when 
women are enfranchised and the voting 
population of the United States IB in- 
creased by 100 per cent—a consumma- 
tion prcgcant with poaaibilitiea for good 
or evil—there will he men who will have 
given the matter no thought. Do not 
blame them; the law of their natures 
will refuee to be violated. 


Of the 45 men of ideas who ' 'ere in- 
terviewed 23 were opposed to woman 
suffrage and 22 were in favor of it.

Btruck me that it waa a remarkable 
showing. Of 45 men interviewed at ran* 
dom one-half were in favor of bestowing 
the ballot on woman. If a similar cen- 
sus had been takea ten years ago, I 
think you will agree with me in the be- 
lief that not more than four or five men 
would have been found to favor tbe en- 
franchisement of tbe other eex, and 
every one of these four or five would 
have been a hopeless crank. A crank IG 
a person who gets somewhere a few 
years earlier than the rest of us. He 
baa a way of winning in the long run. 
He baa prevailed in Fresno until half of 
us are with him and his belief no longer 
Btamps him as a crank.

11 costs about $18 an acre to take 
care of these orchards, but as soon as 
the big ditch comes through it is ex- 
pected to cost much less. Land is 
valued at $100 an acre. We hav» just 
as good citrus land in Fresno county. 
Oranges and lemons ripen early at 
Lindsay. Captain Hntchinson says 60 
per cent of the fruit may be shipped he- 
tore Thanksgiving. 
Near Lindsay a nice colony has been 


started. Here they have water in canals 
and ditches. Tho orchards are well 
watered and taken care of. 
Forterville is the liveliest email town.
